King’s Soldiers, ask’d what Regiment they belong’d 
to, we'll tell you cried they, and immediately one of 
them cleft his Skull with a Scimitar. Yefterday a 
Woman reported to be the Miftrefs of Cavalier, one 
of the chief Leaders of the Camifars, was hang’d 
here and died a Proteftant ; At the fame time a Bri- 
gadier of his was broke upon the Wheel, and died 
a Roman-Catholick, 12 other Camifars were brought 
Prifoners hither to day. The Rebels in the Vivarez 
are utterly difpers’d, fo that Peeple may travel 
through that part of the Country fafely ; which is 
owing to Monficur Julien’s having niade the feveral 
Corporations anfwerable for the Murthers and Rob- 
pone that fhall be cominitted within 4 Miles round 
From the Rotterdam Gazette, dated March24. 

Tournon, March 8.. Monfieur Julien defeated a

order’d to march thiither to keep. the Inhabitants in 
Awe, they fell to their accuftom’d Cruelties, ulling 
down divers Croffes, and fetting fire to feveral 
Churches.

End to it; the more, becaufe the Court was {atisfied 
the Camifars had laid a Defign to make a new St.Bar- 
tholomew, i.e. to Maffacre all the Catholicks. But, 
faid the Marfhal, the Catholicks will perhaps be be- 
forehand both with them and you,they are ex'reamly 
incens’d, and it will not be’ long in my Power to re- 
ftrain them. Thefe Letters add, that this Difcourfe 
put the new Converts into a great Confternation ; 


And that the Old Catholicks who have taken Arms _ 


againft the Camifars call themfelves Cadets de la Croix, 
and pillage, burn and kill without Mercy.
